Sales  for  the  half  year 
to  July  24  amounted  to  £11,752.  Dividends 
are  paid  on  purchases  as  in  other  co- 
operative shops.

In  Possession  of  Drugs. — At  West  London 
Police  Court,  recently,  Nathanial  Laryea, 
a  coloured  man,  was  sentenced  to  three 
months'  imprisonment  for  possessing  co- 
caine and  Indian  hemp.  When  Laryea  was 
searched  he  had  on  him  a  cigarette  packet 
containing  fourteen  home-made  cigarettes 
made  with  Indian  hemp,  and  in  his  cigarette 
case  was  4^  gr.  of  cocaine. 

Inquests. — At  Gateshead,  on  October  4, 
a  verdict  of  ' '  Death  from  broncho- 
pneumonia accelerated  by  a  dose' of  Luminal 
tablets  self-administered  while  the  balance 
of  her  mind  was  disturbed,"  was  returned 
on  Mrs.  Olive  Hope  Senior. — At  Birming- 
ham, recently,  a  verdict  of  misadventure 
was  returned  on  Frank  Augustus  Smith, 
who  was  found  dead  in  an  underground 
shelter  in  which  he  had  been  cleaning  a 
garment  with  a  chemical  cleaner.  It  was

"leading  cases"  are  those  of  Read 
Taylor.    In  1694  William  Read,  an 


obscure  tradesman,  had  set  up  in  the 
Strand  in  London  as  an  eye  specialist,  and, 
"for  Charity,"  a  healer  of  "Cancers,  Wenes, 
Heair  Lips,  Wry  Neckes,  and  Dephness." 
He  paid  an  anonymous  hireling  -to  write 
a  book  or  pamphlet  for  him  on  diseases  of 
the  eye,  and  was,  it  is  said,  too  illiterate 
to  read  it.  Later  he  got  a  Grub  Street  poet 
to  turn  out  a.  set  of  verses  entitled  "The 
Oculist,"  the  point  of  which  may  readily 
be  inferred  ;  and  before  his  death  in  1715 
he  had  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  favour, 
consummated  by  a  knighthood,  of  Queen 
Anne.  John  Taylor,  who  bestowed  on 
himself  the  prefix  "Chevalier,"  came  into 
notoriety  a  little  later  than  Read.  He 
worked  for  a  time  in  London  at  St.  Thomas's 
Hospital,  and  for  the  rest  of  his  life  gravelled 
as  an  oculist  in  the  United  Kingdom  and 
abroad.  He  had  many  distinguished 
patients,  including  George  II,  Gibbon  and 
Handel.  The  arts  of  the  showman  were 
well  understood  by  him :  specimens  of  his 
oratory  that  have  survived  are  marked  by 
showmanship  and  by  little  else. 

Quackery  Criticised 

To  suppose  that  either  Read  or  Taylor 
escaped  contemporary  criticism  would  be 
to  do  the  period  an  injustice.  An  epigram 
in  verse  on  Read  and  Grant  (another 
"artist"  in  optics)  ended  with  the  line 
"And  the  mountebank  Read  was  knighted." 
Similarly,  Horace  Walpole  composed  a 
quatrain  in  1758,  suggesting  that  Taylor 
called  himself  "Chevalier"  because  he  was 
a  pretender — an  allusion  to  the  Young 
Pretender  of  1745.  An  eighteenth-century 
medical  writer,  Dr.  King,  admitted  that 
Taylor  operated  dexterously,  but  added 
that  he  undertook  every  type  of  case,  even 
the  manifestly  "impossible."  Any  feeling 
of  surprise  on  our  part  that  such  charlatans 
could  have  succeeded  to  the  extent  they 
did  may  be  tempered  by  the  reflection  that 
only  gradually  have  intelligent  laymen 
come  to  realise  the  importance  ,of  exact 
scientific  observation  in  matters  of  health. 
It  is  on  record  that  in  the  eighteen-forties, 
when  railways  were  being  extended  in 
sections  throughout  this  country,  an 
educated  man  who  afterwards  became  the 
head  of  an  Oxford  college  purchased  a  pair 
Of  spectacles  in  deference  to  the  general 
belief  that  the  high  train  speeds  likely  to 
be  reached  at  times  would  be  deleterious 
to  the  eyes.  Fifty  years  or  so  later  he 
recalled  the  incident  when  ordered  glasses 
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Alleged  "Black  Market"  Transactions.—

D.D.A.  Offences. — At  Willesden,  recently, 
John  David  Devine  was  bound  over  for 
twelve  months  on  a  charge  of  procuring  a 
dangerous  drug  without  authorisation  at 
Kilburn  High  Road,  London,  on  dates  in 
February  and  March ;  and  of  having  had„ 
in  his  possession  utensils  used  in  connexion 
with  the  preparation  of  opium  for  smoking. 
— At  Burnley,  recently,  Dr.  Frederick 
Buchanan  Mackay  was  fined  £10,  with  an 
advocate's  fee  of  £3  3s.,  for  failing  to  keep 
a  record  of  purchases  of  dangerous  drugs 
from  a  local  chemist. 

Factory  Appeal  Fails. — The  Court  of 
Appeal  recently  dismissed  an  appeal  by 
Carltona,  Ltd.,  against  the  requisitioning 
of  their  factory  in  North-west  London. 
The  appeal  was  made  on  the  grounds  that 
"the  circumstances  did  not  exist  which 
entitled  the  Commissioners  of  Works  and 
others  to  take  possession  of  the  factory." 
The  Master  of  the  Rolls  held  that,  where 
a  competent  authority  had  reached  a 
conclusion,  the  Courts 'could  not,  in  the 
absence  of  bad  faith,  investigate  the  grounds 
or  reasonableness  of  the  authority's  decision. 
All  that'  they  could  do  was  to  see  that  the 
act  of  the  authority  fell  within  the  powers 
conferred  on  it  by  Parliament. 

Goods  Never  Sent. — Clifford  W.  Jackson, 
333  Coal  Clough  Lane,  Burnley,  received 
five  years'  penal  servitude  at  Burnley 
Quarter  Sessions,  recently,  on  nine  counts 
of  obtaining  money  by  false  pretences. 
Chemists  were  among  his  victims.  The 
offences  arose  from  orders  placed  with 
the  accused  to  supply  hair-grips  of  spring 
steel.  One  method  was  to  advertise  goods 
in  short  supply  in  reputable  trade  journals, 
demanding  money  before  the  goods  were 
sent,  pocketing  the  money  and  never  send- 
ing the  goods.  The  amount  involved  in  the 
nine  cases  was  ^573  2S.,  and,  apart  from 
one  or  two  hair-grips  sent  as  samples,  no 
goods  whatever  were  delivered.   A  typical 


advertisement  was:  "Spring  hair-gri 
9s.  6d.  gross.  C.W.O."  The  address  v 
given  as  "Gretna,  Burnley." 

Appeals  Against  Convictions  for  Rece 
ing. — Two  of  six  persons  convicted  by  1 
West  Ham'Justices  (C.  &-  D.,  September

knowing  it  to  have  been  stolen,  successfu 
appealed  against  their  sentence  at  1 
West  Ham  Quarter  Sessions  recently.

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BY-LAWS  TO  INCREASE  PHARMACISTS'  FEES 

A  Statement  by  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 


he  following  statement  has  been  issued

The  Council  has  recently  received  from 
e  Finance  Committee  a  report  surveying 

sely  the  Society's  financial  position  in 
lation  to  future  policy.  The  report 
amines  both  the  war-time  and  the  post- 

r  situation.  During  the  war,  the  Council 
been  able  to  keep  expenditure  within  a 
lling  income  by  the  most  stringent  econ- 

ies,  but  it  has  not  been  able  to  put  by 
y  substantial  savings.  A  study  of  the 
counts  for  1942  (C.  &D.,  May  15;  p.  499) 
dicates  how  closely  expenditure  has  been 
t  to  income.  Before  the  war  it  had  aimed 

saving  about  ^20,000  annually  towards 
e  cost  of  the  new  building  and  to  provide 
~erves.  No  such  sum  can,  however,  be 
hieved  by  any  method  in  present  circum- 

nces.  The  Society  will  therefore  find 
elf  after  the  war  without  the  reserves  it 

~ed  to  have.   It  is  in  this  condition  that 

will  be  faced  with  the  problem  of  com- 

ting  its  new  headquarters  and  of  meeting 
e  demands  of  post-war  developments. 

e  completion  of  the  new  building  is 
sential  if  the  activities  of  the  Society  are 

be  carried  on  with  any  sort  of  efficiency. 

present  the  Council,  the  office  staff,  and 
e  school  carry  on  their  activities  under 
ave  handicaps,  and  there  is  no  proper 
commodation  for  members  or  for  meetings 

pharmaceutical  bodies.  Also,  if  say  a 
ird  or  more  of  the  building  can  be  let,  a 
bstantial  contribution  will  be  made  to 
lieving  the  charges  on  membership  fees. 

st-war  Developments 

The  post-war  period  will  provide  oppor- 
~nities  for  substantial  developments  in 
larmacy.   The  Societ}^  must  be  prepared 

>  make  the  fullest  use  of  the  coming  of  a 
itional  medical  service  to  establish  firmly 
le  position  of  the  pharmacist.  A  vigorous 
nblic-relations  policy  must  be  initiated, 

>  which  end  a  public-relations  service  is 
sing  developed  at  the  present  time.  The 
svelopment  of  parliamentary  relations  and 
spresentation  must  be  secured.  Relations 
ith  allied  professions,  with  the  Ministries 

d  with  local  authorities  must  be  developed 
rough  scientific  publications,  scientific 
mmittees  and  advice,  on  the  utilisation  of 
armacists  in  the  public  health  services, 
e  public  must  be  made  to  understand 
hat  are  the  services  the  pharmacist  can 
d  does  offer,  and  how  they  can  be  enlarged. 


Vigorous  campaigns  against  developments 
which  are  inimical  to  the  growth  of  phar- 
macy as  a  professional  community  must 
be  undertaken.  Arrangements  for  a  com- 
prehensive system  of  post-graduate^  courses 
widely  available  through  the  country  must 
be  set  on  foot,  at  least  experimentally,  and 
to  be  continued  as  they  are  shown  to  fill  a 
need.  The  "Pharmaceutical  Journal"  must 
be  expanded  and  developed.  Pharma- 
ceutical education  and  research  must  be 
encouraged,  not  only  in  London  but  through 
the  provincial  schools.  In  a  sentence,  the 
Society  must  be  ready  to  draw  together 
the  progressive  forces  within  its  member- 
ship and  to  provide  the  means  for  pharmacy 
to  seize*  the  opportunities  which  will  be 
presented  after  the  war.  Such  a  programme, 
no  less  than  the  completion  of  the  building, 
must  be  backed  by  financial  resources. 
The  Council  consider  that  it  is  prudent  to 
plan  for  those  resources  now  and  not  to 
wait  until  the  Society  is  immersed  in  the 
problems  of  post-war  reconstruction.  They 
have  therefore  adopted  a  proposal,  strongly 
urged  by  the  Finance  Committee,  that  steps 
should  be  taken  to  increase  the  regular 
income  of  the  Society  by  some  £20  000 
a  year. 

Full  Statutory  Fees 

The  main  source  available  is  the  fees 
payable  by  members  for  their  personal 
registration  and  by  authorised  sellers  of 
poisons  for  the  registration  of  their  premises. 
The  Council  has  not  hitherto  asked  for  the 
full  statutory  amounts  under  either  head, 
which  are .  £2  for  .membership  and  £3  for 
the  premises  fee.  They  feel  now,  however, 
that  these  new  commitments  and  oppor- 
tunities, considered  in  relation  to  the  general 
economic  situation,  call  for  the  increase  of 
these  fees  by  8s.  6d.  in  the  case  of  the 
membership  fee,  and  £1  is.  in  the  case  of  the 
premises  fee  at  an  early  date.  They  there- 
fore propose  to  prepare  by-laws  providing 
for  these  increases,  and  to  submit  them  for 
approval  by  the  Privy  Council  in  order  that 
they  may  come  into  effect  for  the  year  1945 
and  subsequently.  They  believe  that  their 
proposals  fairly  spread  the  contribution 
over  the  various  sections  of  pharmacy. 
They  believe  further  that  they  will  be 
welcomed  by  those  who  desire  to  see 
pharmacy  mobilise  its  resources  fully  for 
the  struggles  and  the  opportunities  which 
.lie  in  the  immediate  future. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  GREAT  BRITAI 


A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  was  held 
at  Derby  on  October  5  and  6,  the  presi- 
dent (Mr.  W.  S.  Howells)  in  the  chair.  All 
members  of  the  Council  were  present  except 
the  following,  from  whom  apologies  for 
absence  had  been  received :  Sir  Walter 
Langdon-Brown,  Professor  W.  J.  Dilling 
and  Mr.  B.  A.  Williams. 

Tuesday's  Session 

The  President  reported  that  he  had 
received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Wallis  resigning 
from  membership  of  the  Council  on  account 
of  his  continued  ill-health.  The  president 
continued :  "  Under  the  circumstances  I 
.expect  the  Council  will  regretfully  accept 
Mr.  Wallis'  resignation  and  I  would  like 
therefore  to  move  : — 

"That  the  Council  record  with  great  regret 
the  retirement  of  Hugh  William  Wallis  from 
membership  of  the  Council  of  the  Society. 
Mr.  Wallis  joined  the  Council  in  1937  and 
was  treasurer  of  the  Society  from  1939  to 
1943.  The  qualities  he  displayed  in  the  work 
of  the  Council,  and  in  particular  his  efficient 
handling  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Society, 
1  led  the  Council  to  hope  that  the  Society 
would  continue  to  have  the  benefit  of  his 
services  for  many  years  to  come.  His  inability 
on  the  ground  of  ill-health  to  continue  the 
duties  of  treasurer  was  deeply  deplored  by 
the  Council  and  by  his  retirement  the  Council 
have  lost  a  colleague  whose  genial  personality 
and   direct   and   businesslike   approach  to 
problems  will  be  greatly  missed." 
The  Vice-president,  in  seconding  the 
motion,  said  he  did  so  very  regretfully.  He

Question  on  Sulphonamides 

Mr.  A.  A.  Meldrum  asked  whether  it 
was  legal  for  chemists  to  sell  sulphonamides 
without  prescription  to  farmers  for  the 
treatment  of  their  cattle.  The  President 
stated  in  reply  that  a  Fourth  Schedule 
poison  might  be  sold  without  prescription 
to  a  person  who  required  it  for  the  purpose 
of  his  trade  or  business ;  thus  any  chemist 
might  sell  sulphonamides  to  a  farmer  who 
required  them  for  the  treatment  of  cattle, 
subject  only  to  the^procedure  fpr  the  supply 
of  First  Schedule  poisons  being  observed. 

Committees'  Reports 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  ,  War 
Office  concerning  the  memorandum  on 
pharmacy  in  the  Army,  submitted  to  the 
War  Office  in  1942.  It  was  clear  from  this 
letter  that  no  further  progress  could  be 
made  in  the  matter  at  this  stage  by  direct 
contact  with  the  War  Office.  It  was  decided 
that  other  steps  should  be  taken  to  secure 
the  adoption  of  the  proposals  in  the  memo- 
randum.. A  report  was  received  as  to  the 
present  position  of  negotiations,  with  the 
Admiralty  regarding  an  improvement  of 
pharmaceutical  conditions  in  the  Navy. 
A  report  was  made  upon  the  present  stage 
of  discussions  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
concerning  the  part  which  pharmacists 
could  play  in  health  propaganda. 

A  request  from  New  Zealand  for  a  gift 
of  books  for  the  library  of  the  College  of 
Pharmacy  now  being  founded  in  New 
Zealand  was  received,  and  it  was  agreed  to 
ask  the  secretary  to  compile  a  list  of  books 
and  to  report  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Committee. 

The  Law  Committee,  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Sir  Malcolm  Delevingne,  received 
the  Registrar's  report,  showing  that  since 
the  last  Council  meeting  the  following  shops 
had  been  visited  by  the  inspectors  and 
agents:  Authorised  sellers,  1,333;  listed 
sellers,  124  ;  drug-stores,  grocers  arid  similar 
traders,  988.  Twenty-three  cases  of  alleged 
infringements  were  considered  and  appro- 
*  priate  action  was  taken.  The  Committee 
further  considered,  in  the  light  of  a  recent 
judicial  decision,  the  effect  of  Section  9  of 
the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941,  on 
the  sale  of  so-called  "female  pills."  The 
question  was  deliberated  whether  a  label 
of  any  preparation  specially  designated  for

the  particular  use  of  the  female  sex  contra- 
vened the  Section  when  any  of  the  ingre- 
dients disclosed  is  reputed  to  have  aborti- 
facient  properties.  It  was  agreed  that 
consideration  of  the  matter  be  taken  further 
on  the  submission  to  the  Committee  of 
suitable  cases,  the  decision  in  which  might 
clarify  the  legal  position. 

The  numbers  of  candidates  who  entered 
for  the  respective  Scholarships  competitions 
were  stated  to  be:  Jacob  Bell,  18;  Lever- 
hulme,  18;  Manchester,  7;  Devon  and 
Cornwall,  1  ;  Nottingham,  10. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  syllabus 
for  the  Diploma  in  Biochemical  Analysis 
should  be  amended  to  provide  for  the 
inclusion  of  the  determination  of  sul- 
phonamides  in  blood  and  urine  and  the 
examination  of  urine  for  vitamin  C. 

Seventeen  applications  for  grants  were 
considered ;  grants  were  made  in  fifteen 
cases;  two  cases  were  deferred.  An  aged 
member  of  the  Society  was  appointed  to 
receive  the  Waterall  Annuity  which  had 
fallen  vacant.  Three  applications  for  waiver 
of  retention  fees  were  granted. 

In  view  of  the  likelihood  of  there  being 
several  -matters  of  national  importance  to 
discuss  at  the  next  Branch  Representatives' 
meeting,  the  Committee  decided  to  adopt 
the  procedure  followed  last  year  and  not  to 
invite  the  branches  to  submit  motions. 

Suggested  Action  Against  Rats 

At  the  end  of  the  ordinary  business, 
Mr.  Knox  Mawer  said  that,  though  he 
might  be  a  voice  crying  in  the  wilderness, 
he  wished  to  raise  the  question  of  the 
restrictions  oh  the  use  of  strychnine  for  the 
destruction  of  rats,  a  question  which  was 
closely  related  to  the  country's  food  position. 
The  substitute  destructor  which  it  was  pro- 
posed to  use  would  not,  in  his  opinion, 
prove  successful.  He  knew  from  personal 
information  that  in  Liverpool,  for  instance, 
the  turn-round  of  ships  was  so  rapid  that 
no  proper  measures  against  rats  could  be 
taken  in  them,  and  up  and  down  the 
country  there  were  already  epidemics  of 
jaundice,  caused  by  rat  infection.  If 
unchecked,  this  menace  might  cause  as 
many  deaths  as  the  influenza  epidemic  of 
1 91 8.  Could  the  Council  do  anything  to 
help  in  the  fight  against  the  rats?  Could 
they,  perhaps,  institute  research  in  the 
Society's  laboratories  to  find  an  effective 
vermin  destructor?  It  had  to  be  realised 
that  almost  every  field  in  the  country  was 
now  a  feeding-centre  for  rats.  In  his  own 
town  he  had  had  consultations  with  the 
sanitary  inspector,  who  had  said  he  was 


losing  ground.  The  new  arsenical  compi 
was  unsuccessful  because  the  rats  wouk 
take  it,  and  other  new  remedies  had' 
failed. 

The  President  congratulated  Mr.  I 
Mawer  on  his  persistence  and  pertinaci 
this  important  matter.

The  medical  officer  concluded 
his  report  with  the  hope  that  conditions 
would  soon  permit  of  general  publication  of 
more  detailed  descriptions  of  occupational 
conditions  influencing  health,  and  of  specific 
cases  of  poisoning  and  disease  which  might 
point  to  profitable  lines  of  research. 

Heating  and  Ventilation 

The  Fuel  Economy  Campaign  has  not 
had  a  serious  effect  on  the  heating  of  fac- 
tories. On  the  contrary  it  has,  in  fact,  led 
to  real  economies  without  reductions  in 
working  temperatures.  Despite  this,  "the 
usual  crop  of  low  temperatures  were  found 
during  cold  spells";  for  example,  in  the 
Midlands,  temperatures  of  420,  460  and 
500  F.  where  work  was  generally  seated, 
and  of  280,  440  and  470  F.  where  the  work 
was  a  little  more  active,  had  been  found. 
In  spite  of  war  restrictions  it  was  good  to 
note  advances  in  air  conditioning :  after 
air  conditioning  had  been  introduced  into 
a  certain  permanently  blacked-out  factory 
figures  were  obtained  that  pointed  to  a 
reduction  of  about  30  per  cent,  in  sickness 
rates  for  corresponding  periods  in  April  and 
December.  Practical  errors  found  still  led 
to  the  conclusion  that  ventilation  was  a 
subject  not  sufficiently  studied  by  works 
executives.  In  one  factory  a  barrier  of  small 
fans  had  been  erected  along  a  factory  roof, 
and  alternate  fans  were  arranged  to  blow  in 
and  extract,  thus  causing  a  bad  short  circuit 
between  each  pair  of  fans. 

Ventilation  has  been  improved,  but  the 
problems  are  not  yet  all  solved  in  dispersed 
factories  not  built  for  the  purpose  (including 
particularly  night  shifts)  for  which  they  are 
now  used,  and  often  having  badly  designed 
black-out  arrangements.  Mistakes  are  also 
being  made  in  larger  factories  because  the 
best  advice  is  not  obtained. 

Lighting 

Improvement  is  now  difficult  owing  to 
the  scarcity  of  material  and  labour,  but 
something  can  still  be  done,  states  the 
report;  by  brightening  up  walls,  ceilings 
and  even  machines  and  by  cleaning  fittings. 
Further  extensive  improvements  in  indus- 
trial lighting  had  taken  place  during  the 
year,  spreading  to  the  smaller  factories. 
Despite  difficulties  of  materials,  labour  and 
supplies,  numerous  excellent  new  installa- 
tions had  been  reported,  including  many  in 
which  use  was  made  of  fluorescent  tubular 
lighting.

A  Resolution 

Following  a  discussion  on  the  question 
the  Chamber  passed  the  following  re- 
solution :— 

"That  this  Chamber,  having  sought  the 
views  of  its  constituent  organisations  and 
members  throughout  the  country,  now 
assembled  in  Autumn  conference,  do  urge 
the  Government  now  to  declare  its  policy 
on  the  question  of  licensing  of  the  retail 
distributive  trades  following  the  cessation 
of  hostilities.  That  this  Chamber  is  opposed 
to  a  permanent  system  of  licensing  for  the 
retail  distributive  trades,  that  following  a 
cessation  of  hostilities  there  shall  be  a  system 
of  licensing  to  be  continued  for  a  limited 
period.  That  traders  who  are  included  in  the 
Withdrawing  Traders'  Register  and  those 
whose  names  are  not  so  included  but  who  can 
qualify  for  inclusion,  shall  be  allowed  to 
resume  as  a  right  if  they  so  wish  in  the 
following  order  of  priority  businesses  which 
they  have  been  compelled  to  leave  as  a 
consequence  of  the  war: 

"  (a)  Traders  who  have  been  on  service 
in  H.M.  Forces  and  those  who  had  been 
transferred  to  other  work  of  national 
importance. 

"  (b)  Traders  whose  businesses  were  lost 
by  premises  being  rendered  untenable  from 
enemy  action. 

"(c)  Traders  whose  withdrawal  from 
business  had  been  caused  by  the  requisition 
of  their  premises  or  the  call-up  of  staff. 

"(d)  Traders  who  closed  through  the 
shortage  of  supplies. 

"That  the  present  administrative  system 
of  issuing  licences  should  be  reviewed  and 
amended  and  further  that  local  committees 
should  be  set  up  to  advise  the  issuing  au- 
thority in  all  cases,  and  that  the  Chamber  be 
invited  to  take  part  in  discussions  with  the 
appropriate  department  in  its  review  of  the 
existing  Order." 

A  Ministerial  View 

At  Dundee,  on  October  3,  Mr.  Herbert 
Morrison  (Home  Secretary)  said  it  would 
be  necessary  to  continue  some  form  of 
Government  control  after  the  war,  and  that 
taxes  and  savings  would  have  to  remain 
well  above  pre-war  normal.  "During  the 
war  we  have  learnt  to  cope  with  many 
difficult  problems  by  a  system  of  control 
and  an  organisation  which  puts  the  whole 
resources  of  the  community  at  the  service 
of  the  national  effort,"  said  he.  "What  we 
need  to  understand  is  that  if  we  are  to 
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avoid  social  and  economic  catastrophe  after 
the  war  we  shall  have  to  continue  this 
system  of  control,  subject  maybe  to  suitable 
and  sensible  modifications,  for  as  long  as 
abnormal  conditions  persist." 

Menthol  Trade  Doubts 

The  purpose  behind  the  issue  of  the  Natural 
Menthol  (Maximum  Prices)  Order  (C.&  D., 
September  25,  p.  303)  was  presumably  to 
stop  speculation  in  this  product  and  to 
ensure  that  supplies  of  a  scarce  commodity 
would  be  available  to  users  at  a  reasonable 
price.  The  Order,  although  somewhat  tardy 
in  appearance,  looked  as  though  it  might 
reasonably  be  expected  to  fulfil  these 
requirements  and,  at  first,  it  was  generally 
well  received  by  the  trade.  Some  doubt, 
however,  has  now  been  expressed  as  to  the 
applicability  of  the  Order  to  all  possible 
bulk  holders  of  menthol.

The  yield  is  expected  to 
be  about  20  lb.  of  dried  leaf  (sufficient  for 
the  hospital's  requirements  for  over  a  year), 
a  preliminary  assay  indicating  an  alkaloidal 
content  of  0-45  per  cent.  Planting,  cultiva- 
tion, etc.,  were  carried  out  by  members  of 
the  dispensary  staff.  The  soil  was  poor,  but 
no  trouble  in  cultivation  was  experienced 
apart  from  an  early  attack  of  leaf  miner.

n-inflammable  Anaesthetic  Mixtures. — 

done  in  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Mines 
ning  Journal,"  September  11)  has

The  resistance  of 
1m  to  chemical  change,  non-reactivity 

other  substances,  and  low  solubility 
rater  and  body  fluids  enable  it  to  be 
thed  by  patients  with  a  minimum 
iiological  effect  on  the  body ;  its  high 
luctive  power  is  of  advantage. 


Canned  Morphine  Solutions. — In  view 
of  their  use  as  emergency  means  of  admin- 
istration, Christiansen  and  Jurist  ("  Journal 
of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion," XXXII,  8,  43)  examined  the  action 
on  tin  containers  of  morphine  solutions. 
Morphine  sulphate  was  selected,  and  it  was 
soon  found  that,  in  spite  of  initial  brilliant 
clarity  and  thoroughly  clean  surfaces  of 
the  tin,  a  milkiness  soon  resulted  in  the 
solution.  The  solutions,  when  clarified  and 
assayed  for  morphine,  showed  no  loss  of 
potency,  but  chemical  tests  showed  that  the 
material  responsible  for  the  milkiness 
contained  tin,  indicating  that  the  solution 
had  corroded  the  tin  surface.  To  correct 
this,  the  solution  might  be  adjusted  to  be 
less  corrosive  toward  tin,  or  a  salt  other 
than  the  sulphate  might  be  employed.  Both 
devices  were  explored.  ■  Morphine  sulphate 
solutions  reduced  to  lower  acidities  still 
caused  corrosion,  at  the  same  time  intro- 
ducing another  difficulty,  discoloration. 
Good  results  were,  however,  obtained  by 
employing  organic  salts,  especially  tartrate.

Council  Election 

Messrs.  Charles  Abernethy,,  James  Dona- 
ghy, Samuel  Henry  Forrest  and  John  Trevor 
Nicholl  were  returned  unopposed  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council ;  and 
Mr.  John  Francis  Grimes,  as  Druggist 
representative,  was  also  returned  un- 
opposed. Mr.  F.  Storey  proposed  the  name 
of  Mr.  James  Browne,  druggist,  381  Wood- 
stock Road,  Belfast,  for  election  to  the 
Council,  but  after  some  discussion,  in  which 
Messrs.  James  Donaghy,  J.  McClenahan 
and  James  McDowell  took  part,  the  Pre- 
sident ruled  the  motion  out  of  order,  as 
Regulation  43,  which  required  notice  in 
writing  of  the- name  of  a  candidate  fourteen 
days  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  had  not 
been  complied  with.

President's  Review  of  the  Year

at  Queen's  University  in  June  1943. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Ministry 
Home  Affairs  a  Committee  represen 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  U 
Chemists'  Association  and  the  Chem 
and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland  had 
mitted  proposals  for  a  new  Pharn 
Legislation  Act  (1941),  together  with 
posed  amendments  to  existing  legisla 
in  Northern  Ireland.

Examiners'  Report 

ie  report  of  the  examiners  on  the 
ety's  June  examinations,  as  presented 
recent  Council  meeting,  included  the 
wing  remarks : — 

Preliminary  Scientific 
venty-three  per  cent,  of  candidates  passed, 
majority  were  of  about  average  standard, 
I  few  very  good  papers  were  done  in  theory, 
ect  answers  to  the  calculations  were  given 
Jry  few  cases,  and  the  working  could  have 
i  somewhat  shortened. 


Chemistry  :  Correct  answers  to  calculations 
were  given  in  very  few  cases.  .  .  .  The  quantita- 
tive part  of  the  practical  work  was  generally  well 
done  and  some  improvement  on  the  qualitative 
side  was  noticed. — (C.  /.  Still.) 

Botany':  Standard  reached  was  fairly  good 
average,  but  there  were  no  really  outstanding 
candidates. — [M.  J.  Lynn.) 

Physics :  Answers  were  clearly  expressed  and 
well  arranged,  and  the  diagrams  given  were,  on 
the  whole,  good.  An  exception  .  .  .  must  be 
made  in  the  case  of  the  answers  to  the  question 
on  optical  instruments :  here  many  candidates 
showed  rays  of  light  undergoing  abrupt  changes 
in  direction  in  air  at  intermediate  images  .  .  . 
theory  has  been  adequately  covered  and  well 
taught.  The  practical  work  was  somewhat  less 
good  .  .  .  and  a  number  of  candidates  admitted 
that  they  were  performing  for  the  first  time 
simple  experiments  which  they  had  been  given 
facilities  to  do  previously  in  their  course,  and 
which  formed  a  normal  part  of  these  courses. — 
(K._  G.  Emeleus.) 

Final  Qualifying  Examination 

Chemistry :  Several  very  good  papers  in  theory 
were  handed  in,  and,  on  the  whole,  the  standard 
was  fairly  good.  The  qualitative  practical  work 
was  not  so  well  done.  A  considerable  number 
failed  to  recognise  the  tartrate  or  citrate  given 
for  identification. — (C.  /.  Still.) 

Pharmacy :  A  very  general  mediocrity  marked 
this  part  of  the  examination.  A  question  was 
set  on  that  part  of  the  syllabus  dealing  with 
human  physiology.  Not  only  was  the  question 
optional,  but  the  candidate  had  a  choice  of  two 
subjects  on  which  to  write.  A  small  number 
of  candidates  attempted  this  question,  but,  of 
these,  three  returned  very  good  answers.  It  is 
my  intention  in  any  future  examinations  of 
the  Society  which  I  may  conduct  to  continue 
to  include  a  question  on  physiology  within  the 
limits  of  the  syllabus,  and  I  suggest  that  in  time 
this  question  should  be  included  in  the  com- 
pulsory questions. 

This  would  in  some  small  way  make  the 
examination  more  in  line  with  the  reciprocal 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain.  If  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland  is  contem- 
plating a  revision  of  its  examination  syllabuses, 
but  decides  that  it  is  not  expedient,  under 
present  circumstances,  to  undertake  the  revision 
of  all  the  syllabuses,  it  could  with  profit  proceed 
with  a  revision  of  the  syllabuses  in  the  subject 
of  pharmacy. 

An  improvement  in  dispensing  was  noted,  and 
there  were  fewer  mistakes  in  calculations.  .  .  . 
— (D.  McCall.) 

Pharmacognosy:  Only  a  few  candidates  pro- 
duced well-drawn,  large-scale,  annotated  draw- 
ings. .  .  .  The  recognition  of  crude  drugs  was 
quite  well  done,  but  the  microscopic  examination 
of  official  powdered  drugs  was  less  satisfactory. 
The  general  mediocrity  of  standard  .  .  .  may  not 
be  unconnected  with  war  conditions.  A  similar 
fall  in  standards  seems  attributable  to  the  same 
cause  in  examinations  which  I  have  recently 
conducted  in  Britain. — (David  McCall.) 
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LIVERPOOL  OPTIMISTIC  ABOUT  THE  FUTURE 


Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  and  branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  held  a  joint 
meeting  on  September  29,  when  Mr.  W.  S. 
Howells  (president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society)  spoke  on  "Matters  that  Matter  in 
Pharmacy  Today."  Councillor  W.  J. 
Tristram,  J. P.,  who  presided,  said  phar- 
macists were  confronted  with  the  prospect 
of  the  most  important  piece  of  legislation 
that  had  ever  been  produced  in  their  life- 
time. A  deputation  had  recently  waited  on 
the  Minister  of  Health,  and  the  Minister 
was  aware  of  the  stand  that  was  being 
made  on  behalf  of  pharmacy  and  of  phar- 
macists' anxiety  to  give  the  public  the  best 
possible  service. 

No  Revolutionary  Changes 

Mr.  Howells  said  the  pharmaceutical 
world  was  teeming  with  ideas,  suggestions 
and  advice  on  the  role  which  pharmacy 
should  play  in  the  post-war  life  of  the 
community.  That  there  would  be  great 
changes  could  hardly  be  gainsaid,  but  he 
felt  they  would  not  be  of  a  revolutionary 
character.  He  thought  the  public  would 
not  expect,  or  even  accept,  any  radical 
overnight  changes  in  the  manner  in  which 
they  received  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
service.  In  his  view  changes  would  come 
about  gradually.  A  concern  "of  the  speaker 
had  been  the  position  of  pharmacists  now 
serving  in  H.M.  Forces,  and  their  reinstate- 
ment in  civilian  life.  Chemists  who  had  had 
to  close  their  shops  to  fight  for  their  country 
should  be  given  the  first  opportunity  to 
•re-establish  themselves.  It  would  be  a  grave 
injustice  to  these  men  and  a  terrible  reflec- 
tion on  pharmacy  if,  on  their  return,  they 
found  themselves  confronted  with  a  host 
of  competitors.  In  instances  where  permis- 
sion had  been  given  for  other  pharmacies 
to  open  in  their  area,  strong  representations 
should  be  made  for  the  restoration  of  the 
status  quo  ante  bellum.

Doctors'  Part  in  Health  Scheme 

Following  the  decision  of  a  recent  British 
Medical  Association  conference,  it  did  not 
appear  that  a  complete  State  medical  service 
would  become  likely  in  the  near  future.  A 
scheme  was  likely  to  be  put  into  operation 
in  stages,  and  in  the  first  of  these,  the 
machinery  of  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Acts  might  be  used — to  be  afterwards 
incorporated  into  the  public  health  service 
of  local  authorities,  or  perhaps  of  a  new 
authority.  An  early  result  might  be  to  bring 
dependants    of    insured    persons  under 


National  Health  Insurance.  When  tha 
happened  doctors  might  be  offered  th 
choice  of  full-time  pensionable  service  o 
the  opportunity  to  serve  in  the  scheme  oi 
a  co-operative  basis. 

The  Pharmacists'  Outlook 

As  pharmacists,  they  were  concerned  a 
the    suggestion    of   health   centres  bein 
developed   to   the   detriment   of  existin 
pharmacies.    In  the  large  centres  it  migh 
be  desired   to  provide  a  pharmaceutics 
service,    but    for    economic    reasons  th 
development  of  health  centres  on  an  elaboi 
ate  scale  would  be  slow,  and  when  they  di 
come  about  they  would  not  necessarily  b 
incompatible  with  the  dispensing  of  present, 
tions  in  local  areas.   Bringing  dependan1 
into  the  National  Health  Insurance  woul 
mean  that  persons  now  attending  the  ou 
patients'  departments  of  hospitals  woul 
take  their  prescriptions  to  pharmacies ;  an 
that  many  patients  now  receiving  medicin^ 
from  doctors'   surgeries  would  get  the 
through  the  insurance  scheme.   The  Pha' 
maceutical  Society,  the  National  Pharmacei 
tical  Union  and  other  organisations  had  hel 
a  meeting  to  outline  a  policy  based  on  f 
two  principles  that  the  supply  of  medicin 
under  a  State  scheme  should  be  undertake 
by  pharmacists,  and  that  the  supply  c 
medicines  should  be  regarded  as  a  nation- 
service   and    not    subject   to  commercic 
competition.   It  was  probable  there  wou1 
be  a  Pharmacy  Commission.  The  standa 
of  service  at  shop  pharmacies  should  I 
such  that  its  transference,  at  a  later  stag 
to  centres  could  not  be  j  ustified  on  practic; 
grounds.    Standards  of  equipment,  accon 
moda'tion  and  staffing  would  be  necessar 
and  this  might  mean  an  improvement  i 
the  standard  of  some  places- today.  Rote 
would   have   to   be   established   and  th 
contractor    would    have    to  participat 
because  a  comprehensive  service  must 
available  at  any  time  that  the  patient  mig1 
require  it.    Standards  would  have  to 
devised  on  a  national  basis,  and  it  would  I 
the  duty  of  the  Pharmacy  Commission  i 
see  to  this.   To  provide  a  comprehensivi 
efficient  and  adequate  service,  the  pharnic 
cist  must  have  dispensing  as  a  substanti; 
part  of  his  business.   If  the  main  interes 
of  the  chemist  was  in  other  goods,  it  woul 
be  difficult  for  him  to  give  the  type  of  servic 
required,  but,  given  sufficient  dispensing 
the  speaker  thought  chemists  would  be  moi 
interested   in   that  side   of  the  businef 
than  in  what  might  be  called  "commerce 
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Dperies."  Public  money  should  not  be 
;d  for  opening  pharmacies  if  adequate 
al  facilities  existed. 

irmacists'  Remuneration 
Till  now,  no  attempt  had  been  made  to 
ipose  any  basis  for  remuneration.  Any 
scheme  would  present  an  opportunity

3.1.   It  might  be  desirable  to  establish 
etaining  fee  plus  payment  for  materials 
1   services.     Improved    service  should 
ermine  the  remuneration,  not  remunera- 
i  the  quality  of  the  service.  Generally,  it 
tned  to  him  and  to  the  pharmaceutical 
anisations  that  a  Pharmacy  Commission 
med  the  best  way  to  provide  a  satisfac- 
y  pharmaceutical  service.

I  ining  of  new  entrants.  It  was  a  curious 


circumstance  that  the  more  successful  a 
man  was  in  business,  the  poorer,  very  often, 
the  apprentice  turned  out.  The  Society 
should  put  its  house  in  order  and  see  that 
apprentices  were  properly  trained — that 
would  be  legislating  for  future  generations. 

Mr.  G.  L.  Clubb  thought  Mr.  Howells 
tended  to  put  remuneration  in  a  place  of 
secondary  importance.  If  good  work  was 
wanted  from  the  pharmacist,  he  must  be 
paid  for  it.  If  the  basis  of  remuneration 
was  on  the  N.H.I,  scale,  it  would  not  be 
possible  to  provide  a  first-rate  service. 
What  was  wrong  with  the  N.H.I,  service 
was  the  principle  of  cost  price  in  these  days 
when  there  was  an  increasing  tendency  for 
the  medical  profession  to  order  proprietary 
articles,  plus  dispensing  fee.  No  service 
could  be  carried  on  on  such  remuneration. 

Mr.  H.  Lomax,  who  said  he  had  been 
in  business  thirty-three  years,  said  it 
seemed  that  control  was  exercised  over  the 
qualified  person,  but  not  over  the  un- 
qualified. In  view  of  the  number  of  Liver- 
pool pharmacists  in  the  Forces,  there  was 
a  great  danger  that  by  the  time  they 
returned  many  unqualified  persons  Would 
have  opened  shops. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Humphreys  considered  it 
would  be  wise  for  the  Pharmacy  Commission 
to  control  not  only  the  training  of  appren- 
tices, but  the  intake  as  well. 

Applications  Opposed 

Mr.  G.  L.  Clubb  said  that  both  the 
secretary  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion and  he,  as  secretary  of  the  local  branch 
of  the  N.P.U.,  carefully  watched  for  advert- 
isements about  new  businesses.  Several 
applications  had  been  successfully  opposed. 

v Councillor  W.  J.  Tristram  said  the 
same  procedure  governing  the  opening  of 
new  shops  applied  to  the  unqualified  as 
to  the  qualified  trader. 

Replying  to  a  vote  of  thanks  proposed  by 
Mr.  A.  E.  Briggs,  Mr.  Howells  remarked 
that  pharmaceutical  service  was  being 
remunerated  today  as  a  sideline  service. 
Under  the  new  scheme  it  was  intended  that 
pharmaceutical  service  should  be  given 
proper  recognition  and  remunerated  accord- 
ingly. He  believed  the'  conception  of 
remuneration  would  be  entirely  different 
from  that  operating  today.  The  Society 
had  powers,  in  their  by-laws,'  to  examine  or 
inspect  a  pharmacy  at  which  it  was  pro- 
posed to  employ  apprentices,  but  the  power 
had  been  exercised  only  .  in  .  the  case  of 
hospitals  and  institutions,  and  not  in 
respect  of  private  shop  pharmacies.  It  was 
intended  to  look  into  this  after  the  war.

Exceptionally  quiet  conditions  have 
obtained  in  the  London  drug  and  chemical 
markets  during  the  past  few  days.  Apart 
from  a  few  orders  from  the  home  consuming 
trades,  little  of  interest  has  occurred,  and 
price  movements  have  been  few.  Among 
the  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals,  makers' 
and  dealers'  prices  remain  at  about  the 
levels  recently  prevailing.  A  further  supply 
of  dry  powdered  Cascara  sagrada  ex- 
tract, amounting  to  approximately 
8,600  lb.,  has  been  released  to  the  Botanical 
Drug  Importers'  Section  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  by  the  Ministry  of 
Supply,  for  distribution  on  behalf  of  the 
Ministry.  The  extract  conforms  to  the 
new  B.P.  standard  and  on  test  is  shown  to 
represent  39-3  .  per  cent,  water-soluble 
matter.  The  price  fixed  for  sale  to  con- 
sumers is  gd.  per  lb.  The  Ministry  of 
Supply  has  also  intimated  that  the  new 
Cascara  sagrada  bark,  which  will  be 
available  for  distribution  through  the 
Section  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  will 
be  sold  to  consumers  at  260s.  per  cwt. 

Crude  Drugs 

Business  in  these  commodities  has  mainly 
been  confined  to  the  rilling  of  small  routine 
orders  from  the  home  consuming  trades. 
Prices,  with  one  or  two  unimportant  excep- 
tions, are  maintained  at  recent  levels. 
As  noted  last  week  (p.  367),  import  licences 
are  being  recommended  for  both  Cape  and 
Curacao  Aloes.  Balsams  are  generally 
steady  and  unchanged.  Benzoin  continues 
to  sell  slowly  at  previously-quoted  rates. 
No  supplies  of  Buchu  are  available  to  meet 
the  sustained  demand.  Some  Cochineal 
may  be  obtained  for  the  manufacture  of 
medicinal  preparations.  Small  supplies  of 
Ergot  are  available  on  spot.  Bleached 
Gum  acacia  is  dearer.  Ipecacuanha  con- 
tinues in  good  demand,  but  supplies  are 
difficult  to  find.  There  appear  to  be  no 
sellers  of  Menthol  at  the  recently-controlled 
prices,  but  some  quotations  at  higher  figures 
are  noted  (see  Editorial  comment,  p.  390). 
Rhubarb  is  quiet,  with  no  quotable  changes 
in  values.  Seeds  are  neglected.  Little 
business  is  passing  in  Spices  and  there  are 
no  changes  in  recent  rates.  Chalky  grey 
Carnauba  wax  is  slightly  easier.

Preserving  Duck  Eggs 

Sir, — Your  reply  to  correspondent  L.M.E. 
on  the  preservation  of  duck  eggs  (C.  &-  D., 
September  18,  p.  300)  would  be  fairly  correct 
if  it  was  intended  to  preserve  wild-duck  eggs 
or  eggs  collected  from  birds  running  freely 
and  nesting  just  anywhere.  If  your  corre- 
spondent is  keeping  the  ducks  in  hygienic 
conditions,  and  the  eggs  are  collected  each 
morning  on  releasing  the  birds  from  their 
night  quarters,  then  these  freshly-laid  eggs 
should  preserve  well.  Normal  waterglass 
solution  is  satisfactory,  but  it  is  essential 
that  the  eggs  be  thoroughly  washed  and 
placed  in  preserving  solution  within  twenty- 
four  hours  of  laying.  The  important  points 
are  clean,  new-laid  eggs  and  intact  shells.

What  Prospects  for  Apprentices? 

Sir, — A  friend  of  mine  informed  me  the 
other  day  that  he  had  managed  to  get  a 
really  fine  lad  as  an  apprentice  in  his 
pharmacy,  and  I  remarked  that  I  was  sorry 
for  the  lad  and  hoped  he  would  see  his 
mistake  before  it  was  too  late.  That 
started  an  argument,  and  your  readers  may 
be  interested  to  read  just  why  I  think  there 
is  little  hope  of  a  real  future  behind  a 
chemist's  counter.  First  let  me  state  I  have 
no  reason  to  quarrel  with  my  lot.  .  .  . 

(1)  No  amount  of  high-flying  curriculum 
will  allow  more  than  about  10  per  cent,  of 
pharmacists  to  earn  their  living  by  exercising 
purely  pharmaceutical  skill  and  ability. 

(2)  The  time  and  effort  applied  to  qualifica- 
tion is  not  proportionate  to  the  results,  either 
financially  or  socially. 

(3)  That  in  any  retail  pharmacy,  business 
ability  is  of  far  more  importance  than 
professional  achievement. 

(4)  That  pharmacy  is  an  ideal  profession 
for  women,  and  should  be  left  entirely  to  them. 

.* ,  .  Eight  out  of  every  ten  prescriptions 
I  handle  are  for  proprietary  preparations, 
and  half  the  total  number  of  scripts  I 
dispense  are  "panel,"  a  goodly  number 
being  "stock."  Net  profit  is  probably 
about  one-third  of  what  it  was  forty  years 
ago,  when  the  druggist  made  his  living 
by  the  exercise  of  his  craft,  and  the  sale 
of  his  own  packed  goods  and  proprietaries. 
Pharmacy  has  been  very  largely  subsidised 
by  cosmetics,  photography  and  sidelines 
which  would  have  been  scorned  by  our 
predecessors.
